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As hospital 
bosses tell 
of closures, 
campaigners 
square up to 
save services 
at Horton 


BATTLE 



HEALTH campaigners have 
vowed to fight a decision to 
permanently axe a specialist 
surgery unit based at Horton 
General Hospital and newly- 
revealed plans to close an 
OAP ward. 

The Keep The Horton 
campaign group made the 
pledge after the controversial 
move by health bosses, who said 
changes would benefit patient 
care. 

Emergency abdominal surgery 
- halted in January 2013 
because of concerns over low 
staffing - will not return after 
councillors last week agreed not 
to intervene. 

Keep The Horton chairman 
Keith Strangwood said: "They 
admitted that they had failed to 
consult properly, yet the 
councillors let it go through on a 
nod. 

"We put our trust in them to 
uphold the rules, but they 
haven't. It's very frustrating." 

Mr Strangwood added: "We 
haven't given up. We may go 
down the legal route. We have 
enough evidence to prove that

they failed to carry out proper 
consultation." 

Emergency abdominal surgery 
was suspended last year after 
three of the five consultants in 
the unit left, meaning about 25 
patients a week had to travel to 
Oxford's John Radcliffe Hospital 
instead. 

County NHS managers told 
the Oxfordshire joint health 
overview and scrutiny 
committee last Thursday that 
there were not enough specialist 
doctors to cover both hospitals. 

Their report said the move 
was "in the interests of patient 
safety and the quality of patient 
care" but said more services 
could return to the Horton. 

The hospital's once-threatened 
maternity unit had been 
"stabilised" because of rota 
changes; key diagnostic tests 
were set to run seven days a 
week and there would be 
"significantly" more outpatient 
clinics, it said. 

Concerns were expressed last 
month at a meeting called by 



hospital leaders and attended by 
about 200 people at Rye Hill 
Golf Club, Milcombe, that the 
future of the hospital was under 
threat. 

Ian Wilson, interim chief 
executive of the Oxfordshire 
Clinical Commissioning Group - 
which makes decisions on NHS 
spending in the county - told 
the committee: "This is not a 
thin-end-of-the-wedge question. 

"The Horton has a good and 
strong future ahead of it as a 
general hospital." 

Yet he said leaders accepted 
they should have consulted 
earlier as plans were being 
discussed to axe the service 
before the "crisis" of January 
2013. 

He said: "There were 
shortcomings in regards to 
communications, the CCG 
played a part in that and I 
apologise." 

Andrew Stevens, director of 
planning and information at 
Oxford University Hospitals 
NHS Trust, which runs the 
hospitals, backed the move 
because of the lack of skilled 
doctors.

He said: "You could, for 
example, have a situation where 
a breast surgeon has to operate 
on a gall bladder, even though 
he may not have done such a 
procedure for many, many 
months." 

At the same time it was 
revealed that mental health 
bosses planned to close the 
Horton's 1 7-bed Fiennes ward 
for the over-65s. Those patients 
needing a bed could be sent to 
Oxford instead. 

Mr Strangwood said: "I'm 
pleased they've followed proper 
consultation rules on this subject 
and are letting us speak. 

"We will scrutinise this very 
carefully. We need to make sure 
that people aren't forced to 
travel to Oxford for treatment. 
But if, on the other hand, it 
means that they can alternately 
get help at home, then that's 
good." 

Oxford Health NHS 
Foundation Trust said 
community teams would be 
working to 8pm instead of 5pm 
during the week and, for the first 
time, at the weekends from 9am 
to 5pm. They said that being 
cared at home "resulted in 
better clinical outcomes". 

Its other OAP mental health 
ward, at the 34-bed Fulbrook 
Centre, in the Churchill 
Hospital, Oxford, would be 
refurbished.

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Councillors to discuss Connor case with social services 


TWO councillors are hoping to meet 
with social services after the death 
of a teenager in council care. 

Connor Tremble, 17, right, died 
last month after he was found 
stabbed at his flat in Fairacres Road, 
Oxford, on February 13. He had been 
under Oxfordshire County Council’s 
care since December 2012. 

Iffley Fields councillors Elise 
Benjamin and David Williams have 
asked to meet with the authority’s 
social services department about his 
death. 

Ms Benjamin said: “David Williams 
and I will be meeting with county 
officers to look at how this 


unfortunate incident could have 
occurred. 

“We have also been working with 
local police to reassure residents 
that this would appear to be an 
isolated incident. 

“We also wish to pass on our 
condolences to Connor’s family.” 

The county council would not 
comment on the meeting. 

Connor’s death came two months 
after 17-year-old Jayden Parkinson 
went missing from a council-funded 
hostel in Iffley Road, Oxford. The 
county council was criticised after 
failings in care of vulnerable girls, in 
council care, who were groomed 


and sexually assaulted by the 
Bullfinch gang. William Blencowe, 

20, of Oxford Road, Banbury, has 
been charged with Connor’s murder. 

He is next due to appear at Oxford 
Crown Count on May 30 for a plea 
and case management hearing. 

• A 21-year-old man has been 
released without charge after being 
held by police investigating the 
death of Connor Tremble. 

The Carterton man was arrested 
on suspicion of conspiracy to 
murder in the early hours last 
Thursday in Hereford. But he was 
released by police later that 
evening.

Campaigners claim HS2 


chaos looms at 


M40 junction 


CONSTRUCTION of the 
Government’s High Speed 
Rail Project will have a 
“major adverse effect” on 
Oxfordshire’s roads, 
according to a report. 

An environmental 
statement produced for a 
consultation of phase one of 
the HS2 project says 
thousands of extra vehicles 
could use the M40, leaving at 
Junction Ten to use the A43, 
Oxford Road, in north 
Oxfordshire. 

Campaigners say they 
only spotted the traffic 
figures a fortnight ago as 
they were “hidden” in a 
55,000-page report. 

The Department for 
Transport is pressing ahead 
with the £42bn rail link 
scheme, which would link 
London to Birmingham and 
skirt a corner of Oxfordshire 
at Mixbury and Finmere. 

According to its transport 
assessment, up to 2,372 extra 
vehicles a day, Monday to 
Saturday, could use the 
motorway junction. 

Work on the HS2 line is 
expected to start in 2017. 

Two construction bases are 
planned just across the 
Northamptonshire boundary 
near Brackley, and would be

in use for about six years. 

Oxfordshire county 
councillor Catherine 
Fulljames warned the 
increased amount of traffic 
could have an “enormous” 
impact on the M40 junction. 

She said: “If they are 
going to produce that many 
journeys, it would have an 
enormous effect on that 
junction, as the incinerator 
traffic is to be routed to that 
same junction with the 
county’s waste. The junction 
is not coping now.” 

Farmer Rachel Halvorsen, 
of Versions Farm, 
Turweston, which would be 
affected by HS2, found the 
traffic figures after scouring 
the 55,000-page report. 

She warned regular 
Bicester/Oxford commuters 
to find another route. 

Bernie Douglas, chairman 
of Villages of Oxfordshire 
Opposed to HS2, VoxOpp, 
said the traffic implication 
was “huge”. 

He said: “We only clicked 
on to this about two weeks 


ago. 

“It raises a wider question. 
There’s an awful lot of 


information either incorrect 
or hidden from view.” 

He said villages including 
Mixbury, Finmere, Newton 
Purcell and Westbury had 
been working together and 
had responded to the 
consultation. 

In October 2012, the 
Government announced 
£1.3m of funding to improve 
congestion at the M40’s 
Junction Ten. 

At the time, the district 
councillor for Ardley, Jon 
O’Neill, raised concerns it 
would not be enough to solve 
the problems. Work is due to 
take place this year. 

The HS2 site would 
operate Monday to Saturday, 
between 8am and 6pm, and 
until 1pm on Saturdays. Staff 
were expected to car-share 
and arrive/leave after peak 
travel times. 

HS2 lead spokesman Ben 
Ruse said building the rail 
link would be “challenging”. 

He said: “A major part of 
that challenge is planning 
how to transport millions of 
tonnes of excavated material 
without impacting on rural 
roads, communities and 
wildlife. 

“Junction Ten of the M40 
is highlighted with the

Michael Mayhew, 36, of Woodgreen 
Avenue, Banbury, was spotted discarding 
papers from his cigarette packet in High 
Street, Banbury, despite being about seven 
metres from a bin, according to Cherwell 
District Council. 


He was given an on-the-spot £75 fixed 
penalty notice last November 6, which he 
failed to pay.

£200 in his absence after he failed to turn 
up at court on February 25.

Night when 
nature gave 
a light show 


PEOPLE in North Oxfordshire 
were treated to a once-in-a- 
decade spectacle last week when 
the Northern Lights glistened 
across the skies. 

There were green, blue and red 
natural lights - known as the Aurora 
Borealis and normally only visible in 
Scandinavia. 

Astronomy photographer Mary 
Spicer, 41, from Tackley, captured the 
display - and was so excited that she 
stayed up well into the early hours. 

She said: "I felt quite emotional. I've 
only ever seen them once before and 
it's just something that I look out for all 
the time. To actually see it made me 
choke up. 

"I couldn't believe it was this far 
south. It was amazing and beautiful." 

Mrs Spicer had been taking 
photographs through a telescope of

new stars forming in her back garden 
when she noticed a red light in the sky. 

She did not think anything of it until 
her husband, Mark McIntyre, texted 
her saying there had been local reports 
of people seeing the Northern Lights. 

She took her equipment to a sloped 
field next to her home to get a better 
view. The display lasted for about an 
hour, starting at 8.45pm. 

Mrs Spicer said: "It's always more 
visible on photographs than it is to the 
naked eye. It's more of a grey-green 
rather than the vivid colour you see in 
pictures." 

Chipping Norton Amateur 
Astronomy Group chairman Robin 
Smitten, 61, did not manage to see it 
because he was working as a

projectionist at Chipping Norton 
Theatre. 

He said: "It's one of those things 
where you do have to be in the right 
place at the right time. 

"But there were three or four days 
warning that there was a burst of 
activity from the sun, which triggers 
this sort of event somewhere along the 


line. It has to be quite powerful to get 
this far south, so to see it in 
Oxfordshire is quite a rare occurrence. 

"Anyone who did see it should give 
themselves a pat on the back because 
it's quite a fascinating thing to watch." 

Oxford University astrophysics 
researcher Robert Simpson, 32, said: 
"I've been told this display was the 


brightest in about 20 years. 

"It's a once-in-a-decade event, so it's 
a bit gutting to have missed it. There 
were a lot of sad faces around our 
office after the event. 

"We were very lucky that there were 
clear skies, because it makes a big 
difference in allowing people to 
actually see it."

Hospitals in last-gasp 
bid to beat deadlines 
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NEW figures have revealed a surge in accident and 
emergency patients being seen minutes before a 
waiting-time target expires. 

The figures have revealed a sharp rise in the number 
of people seen shortly before the target deadline at 
Banbury's Horton General and Oxford's John 
Radcliffe Hospital. 

Emergency departments must ensure at least 95 
per cent of people are discharged, admitted or 
transferred within four hours. 

But hospital bosses have warned many are going 
to A&E with less serious conditions and could be 
seen by other NHS services, causing long delays. 

Of the 11 6,700 seen at county A&E departments 
last year, some 18,855 were dealt within three 
hours 51 minutes to four hours since arriving. 

This was up from 8,755 seen from three hours 
41 minutes to three hours 50 minutes and 6,029 in 
the nine minutes before. 

It means some 16 per cent of patients were seen 
in the last nine minutes, up from 10.3 per cent in the 
previous year. 

Most of these - 57 per cent - were admitted 
while 15 per cent were discharged with no 
follow-up and 12 per cent asked to see their GP. 

Though a similar surge was seen across 
England, just eight per cent waited in the last 
nine minutes. 

Larry Sanders, chairman of Healthwatch, the 
county's official NHS watchdog, said: "It is 
definitely a distortion. 

"The four-hour limit has obviously done some 
good. On the other hand, this kind of abstract 
target leads to unwanted results." 

He said of those who wait longest: "What I 
guess happens is people who are left like that 
are people who the staff can't make up their 
minds about." 

The figures - for the 12 months from April

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2012 - show the busiest time was about midday, when 
7,292 attended. 

Some 9,330 waited up to an hour, with 20,583 one to 
two hours; 27,941 two to three hours; 49,567 three to 
four hours and 9,279 four hours and over. 

The longest average waits - about three hours and 20 
minutes - were about midnight and the lowest - two- 
and-a-half hours - were at about 8am. 

The trust has only hit the 95 per cent target for two 
weeks since October 20. 

Oxfordshire MP Andrew Smith said: "There is always 
a danger that focusing on any single target will skew 
behaviour, but assuming it's all being recorded 
accurately this does show the efforts being made to 
achieve the maximum four-hour wait target. 

"The key clinical judgement here is ensuring that 
those needing the most urgent attention are getting it, 
which is not something measured in these figures." 

A trust spokesman said: "Patients attending A&E will 
be assessed, treated and either discharged home or 
admitted to a ward within four hours. 

"During that time there may also be a wait for blood 
test results and diagnostic imaging and this can 
sometimes take a bit of time and, at very busy periods, 
patients are more likely to wait the full four hours. 

"Patients will always be seen based on their clinical 
priority and need."

Paying the 'living wage' 
could lead to fewer jobs 


PAYING more staff the living wage 
could result in a reduction in 
employee benefits and even fewer 
jobs, a business leader has warned. 

Clair Prosser, the policy executive at

Oxfordshire Chamber of Commerce, said: 
"There is no doubt that low pay is a 
problem in Britain, with five million 
employees earning below a living wage. 

"Yet political and campaign pressure to 
increase wage rates at the bottom end 
could result in ballooning pay bills right 
up the scale, leading to reductions in 
employee benefits, loss of jobs, or 
reduced investment." 

Her warning came after Oxfordshire 
County Council agreed to pay its 
employees more than the standard 
minimum wage - to take into account 
the higher cost of living in the region. 

It will become one of the increasing 
number of councils in Oxfordshire to pay 
its workers a living wage - the average is 
£7.65 an hour. 

Miss Prosser said: "Higher pay, with no 
consequent improvement in skill levels or 
productivity, could hurt our 
competitiveness across the world. Given 
everything we are doing to promote 
export, domestic debates like this take on 
an increased significance." 

But council leader Ian Hudspeth said it 


was in recognition of staff. 

He added: "It is to make sure they are 
getting good recompense for all the hard 
work they do. I would like to think that if 
negotiations go well, we could 
implement this by April this year." 

Mr Hudspeth said the council would 
be negotiating with trade unions and with 
schools, many of which are now 
academies and so independent of the 
council's control. 

At around £7.65 an hour, the living 
wage is higher than the national 
minimum wage, currently £6.31, and is 
calculated based on the cost of living in a 
specific area of the country. 

But Mr Hudspeth said no decision had 
yet been taken on what rate the county 
council's living wage would be. 

Cherwell District Council and West 
Oxfordshire District Council already pay 
the living wage. 

I The figure for the UK living wage is set 
annually by the Centre for Research in 
Social Policy at Loughborough University. 
The London living wage is set by the 
Greater London Authority. 

The research looks in detail at what 
households need in order to have a 
minimum acceptable standard of living.

BBC Radio 2 nominee tells of a lifetime of battling heart problems 


The harmonica maestro 


who plays for his health 


HE has been described as a "master of the 
mouth" and is recognised as one of the world's 
best harmonica players. 

But the story of how 26-year-old Will Pound's musical 
talent began is as remarkable as the sounds he creates. 

The harmonica player, who lives on a narrowboat 
called Midama with his wife, Nicky, in Cropredy, has a 
career to be proud of. 

Most recently he was nominated for a BBC Radio 2 
folk award. 

He was one of four shortlisted for the Musician of the 
Year Award at recent Folk Awards. 

And while he didn't win, Mr Pound, who recently 
recorded the harmonica part for The Hillsborough 
Single, which featured Sir Paul McCartney, modestly 
said it was great just to be nominated. 

He said: "The winner - Aidan O'Rourke - was a 
really nice guy. Picking a winner is really hard because 
it's so close and we all do such different things." 

But perhaps more impressive is how he started 
playing the harmonica. 

He explained: "When I was a baby I had open-heart 
surgery. 

"The first operation was when I was just six days old. 
It was an emergency operation as I was born without a 
pulmonary valve. 

"I then had a second op when I was four. After that I 
found it quite a struggle to breathe. If I was walking, I 
would run out of breath quite quickly. 

"When I was ten, my dad gave me a harmonica to 
improve my breathing. At first it was pretty tough, but 
after two or three years it was helping me a lot. 

"You use a lot of breath playing, especially when I

play fast. When I first started I couldn't do that at all." 

He added: "I was into music anyway - it was great 
because I got to play and help my health at the same 
time." 

His health problems are still not completely cured, 
but Mr Pound said: "I'm fine when I play gigs because 
you play for a few minutes, then you stop, chat to the 


crowd, and then play again. But when I'm practising I 
can only really play for ten minutes at a time without a 
break. 

"I'm supposed to be having another operation in the 
next two or three years, which will supposedly help 
with my breathing as well." 

As well as releasing his first solo album, Mr Pound 
has formed his own Will Pound Band, with a violinist, 
guitarist and bass player. They are due to perform at the 
North Wall Arts Centre, Oxford, on Saturday, April 12.

Commissioner backs Concordat 


THAMES Valley Police and Crime 
Commissioner Anthony Stansfeld 
has backed a national agreement, 
setting out how mental health 
patients should be treated. 

The Department of Health 
published a Mental Health 
Concordat and it has now been 
signed by the Association of 
Police and Crime Commissioners 
on behalf of all the country's 
police chiefs. 

Mr Stansfeld said: "I feel it is 
important that all agencies work 
closely together to improve the 
care of people in mental health 
crisis, which is why I am 
delighted to support the Mental 
Health Concordat. 

"It has long been recognised 
by Thames Valley criminal justice 
agencies that there is a need for 
earlier intervention and support 
for people with mental health 


needs. There must be more 
joined-up approaches with health 
and social care to provide the 
services and level of support 
required. 

"There is already a 
considerable amount of work 
happening in the Thames Valley 
region, including the custody 
intervention program, which I 
fund, to identify, assess and refer 
those brought into custody for 
mental health problems or 
learning difficulties." 

And he added: "I am also in 
the process of reviewing the 
mental health implications that 
being a victim of crime can have, 
and I intend to make sure that 
funding is directed into support 
for the needs of victims 
experiencing significant long¬ 
term harm, to help them to 
recover from their experiences."

THE family of a retired deputy 
headteacher, who died after her car hit 
a tree, have paid tribute to a "great 
character." 

An inquest at Oxfordshire 
Coroner's Court heard that Charmian 
Snowden, from Milton, accidentally 
hit the accelerator pedal instead of 
the brake, causing her to crash into a 
tree in Sandfine Road, Broughton, on 
September 11, 2013. 

Mrs Snowden, 82, who retired as 
deputy head at Tudor Hall School in 
1993, died of her injuries at Oxford's 
John Radcliffe Hospital on September 
21 . 

Her son, Mark, said after the 
inquest: "She was a great character in 
the local community of Milton."

P assenger airplanes are a 

perfect environment for taut, 
edge-of-seat(belt) thrillers. The 
setting is confined and 
claustrophobic, the passengers 
excited and nervous, and the 
recycled air thick with tension and 
the waft of pre-packaged food. 

Non-Stop continues the big 
screen bumpy ride by pitting an 
emotionally scarred, booze-sodden 
Federal Air Marshal (Liam Neeson) 
against a deranged serial killer 
during a transatlantic flight from 
New York to London. 

Any of the 146 passengers could 
be the killer or the next victim, and 
the three screenwriters have fun at 
our expense by keeping us guessing 
who, if anyone, will survive the 
airborne slaughter. 

While the premise is neat and the 
action sequences orchestrated with 
aplomb by Spanish director Collet- 
Serra - who worked with Neeson 
on the 2011 suspense thriller 
Unknown - the script hits severe 
turbulence when it comes to 
plausibility. 

There are several, unintentional 
guffaws including stereotyping by 
TV news stations following the 
story, who discover the hero harks 
from Irish stock. 

Bill Marks (Neeson) boards a 
busy flight, trading knowing glances 


with friends and colleagues, 
including a flight attendant called 
Nancy (Michelle Dockery). 

As the lights dim to allow 
passengers to sleep, Marks receives 
a series of cryptic messages via a 
secure channel on his handheld 
device. 

"In exactly 20 minutes, I'm going 
to kill someone on this plane", 
boasts the sender. 

To prevent bloodshed, all Marks 
must do is transfer $150m to an off¬ 
shore account before the deadline 
expires. 

Captain David McMillan (Linus 
Roache) and co-pilot Kyle Rice 
(Jason Butler Harner) are sceptical 
about the authenticity of the threat. 

"If there is no situation, don't 
create one," counsels McMillan. 

Alas, the puppetmaster's threat 
becomes chilling reality and Marks 
spearheads a gung-ho one-man 
crusade to unmask the terrorist in 
his midst. 

Prime suspects include seasoned 
traveller Jenn Summers (Julianne 
Moore), off-duty NYPD officer 
Austin Reilly (Corey Stoll), school 
teacher Tom Bowen (Scoot 
McNairy), technical wizard Zack 
White (Nate Parker) and air 
stewardess Gwen (Lupita Nyong'o).
